Labor in New Orleans, and the good vote given by thia convention to Socialistic 
pro{>OHition8 and Nsolutlona, has awaken^ a widespread interest throughout the 
country, and has teen discmwed by the dally press with more or Icm exciie- 
luent. The New York Sun, the Philadelphia I.edger, the Chicago Tribune and 
Htmilar aheets have felt called umd to fir the danger signal lud to give the Amer¬ 
ican people warning of the "red terror.^’ 

• . Uerabl I have alirody staled that the capiul- 

isU and the capitalist sheets ore mistaken and that, to my sorrow at least, they 
have no real cause for anxiety. \et it is a fact that the reloliou of Socialists to 
the iradea Unions is very much misunderstood even by wiiue trades unionists. 

I shall endeavor to clear up thia point in the following: 

To begin w’itb, what is the essence of trade unlonlsiixT 

The laborer is compelled, If be Is to live, to sell the only thing he iiossesseH. 

: mi** em.>loyer—calked for short in our agitation "the capital- 

isl, Ihe working man requires a wage with which he can satisfy his own wants 
and the wants of his family, if he has one. Bui since he must sell his labor power 
for a certain time, he sells himself with it. as it Is. He is under a compul¬ 
sion in the selling of his wares as Is no other man who in selling wares. The price 
of his ware—the labor power—rises and falls (just as do the prices of all wares) 
according to the law of supply and demand in the particular hnnich in which he 
seeks employment. It Is to the interest of the hiislness man—the • hoss"—to kwp 
the wages as low as imssible and the hours of lnlK>r as long as |H>ssihlo. It Is to 
the Interest of the lalnirer. on the other hand, to have u.s high wages and as 
short hours ns jiossible. Therefore their iiiieresis are antagonistic. 

‘ Hours xnd Price of Labor. 

As a matter of fact. It is not LIgh wnge.H ami long hours, but high wages 
and short hours that go together. The lunger the regular working hours in 

^*'*ue, the smaller the wage, and vice versa. .This is a siieinl law, the irulh of 
which may be proven by a multitude of illustrations laktui fnmi ilie ibiily liisiory 
of the workingman. 

The reason is this: the shorter the working hours of the laho'-er im*. the 
more of a man he is; and the more of u man he is, the niore he can do, and ilie 1 
more he can do the more be demands. 

But the single workman has no powt-r against (he capitalist. Every aticmpt 
to better bis,lot by his ow'ii band end.s ns a* rule in his defeat, and not seldom In 
his discharge from work. The only jiossibiliry of bettering his working hours ; 
and at the same time to elevate the standard of his lining or to make effeelive ; 
opposition to the damaging of these, is in the tiiiinn with his own kind, with I 
the t'oinrades of bis trade. 

Therefore the joining of n tnid«-s union is a life necessity fi»r every uorkiag- I 
man. 

What the Trade Union Seeks. 

The trades union seeks the raising of wages in a<vordancc with the cou<li- 
tiuns of the l.'ihor uiarket, the abolition of overtime and better pay for this 
when k Is ubholiitely necessary, and the si*curiie' of iiion* humane working con¬ 
ditions. Some trades tiniutis, for instainv. the I'igarmakers* rnioii, give also 
traveling aid an<i out-of-work aid. Every trades union op|M>si>s the renuetion uf 
wages and the lengthening of the working time. Every tr:ide> union stands 
against any lowering of .he omditions of the vnikingnoMi. Every trades 
union strengthens Ihe feeling of Moidarily. without which ii‘> great tuiiigs can 
be aceomi.l'sheU; it gatliei's the neee-joiry funds for thi* pnrpos4‘h of enrr>-iug on 
its sirugglcs and for aiding ouiers-for insiniiee. over ^l,o^)D,lSN^ was collected 
for the Ifcucfit of the striking (auil miners—aini it brings about strikes and 
b^iyeotts, when no other method will answer fur the aceoniplishmeni of its pur- 
[H>Si>S. 

The stronger the trades union is, the more completely will its aim .and ]>ur- 
jHise be accouqdisheil. That is. the more workers from the same cruft Isdoiig to 
it, the more skillful its leadership is, and the mure iiMiuey it has in its treasury 
—the better It is able to fulfill its mission. Its moral strength may he s(» great 
that many attacks against the workers whieh would otherwise occur will 
never he attempted. The very existenee of (he trades uni4ui is an exhortation to 
the (‘apitalist nut to draw the IkiiuIs tiM> tight. And since all kinds of latiorers are 
employed in the factory, the mine or the mill, without resjtect to iHiIitieal or re¬ 
ligious iK'rsuBHion. without respect to eolor or rare, therefore the trades union 
must secure its members without regani to their,religious or iNiIitical faiths or 
"pre 'ious condition of servitude.’* 

To weld'together all the available fellow workmen into oin* ^irgaiiixatioii must 
tie the first aim of a trades union, l.'iiless this prineiple U roHowed it will fail 
altogether, or its aims will Ik* only unsatisfaelorny accoinplishts!. 

SocialislH iinderstuiid this, and therefore they have earefnlly avoided intr*>- 
ducing resolutions into the convention of Ihe .\. K. (»f L. at New Orleans wherein 
tnuhrs tuiioitiMK are odviseil to vote the ti^cket of the Social 1 leinocrutio party. 

.Modern Socialists have got thnuigh with Niieh business. 

• First, because that would make it impossible from the start to eomo to un 
uiiderNtnnding with trades unionists who belong to another party. 

Se<s»nd, heeause we consider such advice kuimtHuous. We are so thoroughly 
convinced of the victorious iwwer of the .‘^oriahsi iileas and of the force.of our 
uiinnswerable arguments, that we know that onr parly will take possession of the 
hilMiring class even if we do not preach the "parly" d.iy after day in the trades 


And why should we? The capltalisa do that fo*" us. 

The beitiaTior of the state jiowers and the mumcipalitios in every stnke takes 
i^re that the workmen are constantly reminded of the capitalistic ejass rule. 
The liefanvior cf the capitalistic parties toward every demand of the woralug man, 
eyeu w'ben uon-sociahstic w’urkmeu make those demands, is a guaranty that the 
Marxian pbilosophy of the development of all iiolUical parties will find iu 
prtMif also iu this country. 

When Gompers and his nsMH’int(*s petition Congress in Washington for'years 
for ru eight-hour day in the UnittHl States workshops, and at the very moment 
I w'heu they think they have nt't'omplished it €>am only the ridicule of the politi- 
j clans, (his speaks loudly enough. Even the ‘8implest"of tbs"pure and simple" 
j tradt-s unioolsts in this country will finally bear it and understand its meaning. 

As a matter of fact, no civilized country in the world is so far behind In re¬ 
gani to social n*fomis ns the I'uited Slates. With the exception of Massachii- 
srtls and Illinois ^and even there the laws tor the iirotection of lator are In- 
sigmneant enotigli) labor legislation in thin country Is in a most pitiful state. And 
poor .Mr. Samuel (ioniiH*rH, the presidinil of the A. F. of L., displayed pitiable 
l^orauce at the (convention in New Orleans w’hcn he declared the Sodali^ of 
(tcnnnny have accomidishtsi nothing. Prince Bismarck himself stated in the 
open Ui*iehslng (parliameuti that it was the existeiKK* of ttie strong Social Pem- 
ocmiie partv that eotupelltHl him to er4*ate the series of social reforms in 
ttennauy which insiitth-ient ns they are have Ikhmi a sort of an id(»Rl to he strived 
for for all the capitnliKiie social refonners cl all (nvilized couiilrit*s. And as for 
(fOiapers—gesid llotJ, he is ni>t i‘ven up to the level of a capitalistic social re¬ 
former. 

Only Socialist Parties Reach Out Hope. 

But that the old parties (the capitalist pnrtiosi cannot and will not do nny- 
thing of imtH)n:ttn*e ill that rehpe<*t 1 n^***!! not first explain. An<l it is also obvious 
whirh of all the iMditieal panies is deti'rmined and in duly bound to satisfy the 
npiM'tite of the taboriag elates for HM-i;il leform to the utmost dt*gree. It is the 
reviilutionary SiM’ial 1 >eni04*reli<‘ parly- the SoeiuMst party, as it is culled in 
some other stat(*s of this country. 

So we have the uiishakahle ('onfideinv that our parly is di*stined to represent 
the ease of the workers and of humanity in the'fiitun.*. 

So while we do not proiM.se to pnoiiote direct P.XUTY POLITICK in the 
tnidcs unions, we demand the nmre urgently labor |Hditu*s then-—!, e., imliticw 
of the class struggle. 

The trades union is that labor organization whieh seeks to improve the <s»Ddi- 
tion of the working class niM»n tin* basis of tin* pre.*.ent onlcr of society. What 
part the tr.uh^ unions will play in the future onler of society 1 do not want to dis- 
cusK at this time. The trades union reaches this aim, first, by working iu the 
nins’lions mentioned hereltifon*: NM-tu»d. by demanding from (lie state and inii- 
ni(*ii»:ility and ('uiigress e«‘rtaii] lueasures and laws which ar»* beyond thrir power 
to attain outside of legihlative aetioii. but whieh are an abs^dute iieet^sHiiy for 
the betterment of the eonditioiis »>f the working elas.-*. And then* they mo«*l 
capital again, organized imlitically. 

Demands Socialistic and Political Too. 

Such measurcM arc. for instanee. the shk iKmefit, the old-age iK'nsiou, the 
national nceident instiraiiee, protection in ease of lK*ing out of work, etc.—fur 
all these things there has mu even he«*n 11 beginning made in this country. 

•Vll these demands are Socialistic demands and they are also political de¬ 
mands. because* they can only be attaimil by the help of politics. The writer of 
tlyse lines introduced qulte’a numlaT of resolutions in the contention of the A. 
F. of L. at New Orleans hMtking lownr.issuch legislation. It proves the ignorance 
and the reactionary spirit of the majority of the Amerhtin labor leaders that 
theM* rcMdiilions were rejected and voted down. But the small majority by 
whicii tins was dfiiu*—Oil to STe—after a heated diseu.*4.Hinn show’s that it is begin¬ 
ning to dawn even there. 

The Socialists start from the idea licit the Inide.s’ unions are intensely ioter- 
e«te«l in the initiating nnd <*flrrying out of social reforms, and that they ^ure, 
therefore, in duty IsMind to discuss these matters, nnd to use all means In their 
imwer, and esi»oclnny the Iwllot, to secure g«M>d results. The Socislists al»w> 
see by th6 economic development that the present ecunniiilc system has outlive*! 
its tiHi'fulnesK nnd must make room for .a higher industrial organization if civili¬ 
zation is to survive. Therefore they bring about a discussion of the “social 
question" at all coirventions. congp'ssi h and gatherings of union men. They 
want to stimulate study nnd start workingmen to think out these problems for 
iheniselres. » 

The Socialists do not put so much stress upon the number of votes received 
for •the ’‘Socialist amendment” at the «-onveution In New* Orleans. The amend¬ 
ment was tame enough, the disenssion ?md nu "Hcndemic value" onlv and the 
votcH are in no way an indication of our strength in the American F^eration of 
Labor. 

Vet we Socialism know th.ii Socialism will impress its type uiwn the verv 
n«‘Xt phase of the ilevelopim'iit of the .\rneri<nii, trades* unions. Every discus¬ 
sion helps to bring this nlKuit nnd ott did especially this Socialistic (febatc in 
New Orleans, because It received more ariention from the press nnd the trades’ 
union men of this country. We claim this nnd no more. And while the Socialist 
p.irt.r, ns such, will probably n<»t imme^llntcly make the gains by this that some

Wealth is produced by the workers 
nnd is taken from them by the master 
class, .\fter Ihe workers los(* it, it lK^• 
comes the football of fate and is gambled 
for by all sorts of iieople and in all sorts 
of ways. Gradually it w’orks Its way 
toward the pili*s of the rich, until some 
of it reaches Wall street, where with 
snapping jaws the ravening wolves of 
sp<H*iilation get the larger ahare of It. 
It is nothing unusual for t Wall street 
king to clear forty millions by his year's 
traiisanions. To say that such a man 
gets hi.s money by the sw’eat of his brow 
is an affiout to common sense. It Is 
sheer lirmvery, and the world la coming 
to see it no.

P icture, an arraignment of capitalism 
oth horrible tnd true. Capitalism Is 
constantly doing Labor to death, by sob 
cide, by the starvation route, or the like, 
and is only saved from the plight shown 
ia the picture referr*»d to by the fact 
that the labor market Is overstocked. 

"The next time a life insurance maa 
asks you to take an insurance policy for 
the PUttPOSB OF AN* INVESTMENT, 
ask him what portion of the money giv¬ 
en to insurance coni|uinies is investment 
—what portion of the money paid tn 
ever returns to the living Investor him¬ 
self. If he Is hoiK^Rt he will aay about 
one-fifth on an average, but that that ia 
quite sufficient to satisfy the investor. 
Ask him where the balance goes. He 
wilt say about 30 per cent, goes for ex¬ 
pense of inanagemcDt and aliout 30 per 
cent, goes to pay death claims: the bal¬ 
ance produces the companie.s’ otfU'tn and 
surplus for future generations to dispose 
of in some as yet unknown way." 

In their competition for business the 
insuraiK-e companies are giving each o^- 
ers tricks away. The alwve is from a 
so-called "old-line," or straig^jl insurance 
company, which wants to deal a blow at 
the newer style, or endowment com- 
panics. With 40 per cent, "clear velvet" 
out of the business, "for future genera¬ 
tions to dispose of in some way as yet 
tinknown, and 30 per cent, partly used 
in paying the princely salaries of the 
nien at the top, It would s(*em as if the 
insurance business as a private specula¬ 
tion xyere not so bad-for those on tbs 
inside! 

W|heii a rpprMentative of the Milwau¬ 
kee Trade, Council went to Madiaon the 
other daj- to proaiwct aa to the chance of 
Bettinit InW leirialatioii throiiith the com- 
IIIK l-cBialaturc, he found a firm nentl- 
nieiit iiKaiimt any leitlalation that would 
put ttiacoiiaiii maiiiifnctnrera at a diaad- 
vaiitace aa nitaiiiat manufactiirera of oth¬ 
er atntea. Thua the lobhy of the manu- 
factiirera propoaea to play one atate 
uttaitiat another, with the reault that pro- 
Kreaaire laiior lawa in any of the atatea 
may be headed off, ns a delegate in the 
council aptly put it. Thus again was 
brought prominently to view the need of 
a league of the city central liodies of the 
country, holding yearly .■onferen(>e8 and 
plutining simultaneous Inlior demands in 
the various statea and cities. President 
(fompers and his executive council in 
their report to the New Orleans conven¬ 
tion of the A. F. of L. threw a doubt on 
the motives of the Milwaukee trade 
niiionists in calling for a national confer¬ 
ence of city bodies, but the convention it¬ 
self absolved the Milwaukee members of 
wrong intentions, although it did not en¬ 
dorse Ihe plan. The Milwaukee Trades* 
Council has made the project a snecial 
order for next week’s meetinp, and will 
decide whether to call a national meet¬ 
ing at this time or not. 

The Cry for Juslic**, ih»* ii<*w reform 
wet'kly started by Bernnrr Mcb'addt'n, 
the originator of the physical culture 
niov(*ment that is now* being seized on 
by the pnifit-niougers. nniiouii(*es its plat- 
fonn u» be "government control of all 
tnonopolicH supplying public uec(*ssities 
like water, food, clothing, coal, gas, etc." 
Simply another evidence of what is In 
the air. The old private ownership sys¬ 
tem is getting battered from all sides.

The jug-handled Socialism that tbe 
captains of industry with their trusts 
are giving us would be better described 
as o new form of feudalism, a feudal¬ 
ism without the spirit of noblesse oblige 
—that Is to say. minus a heart and soul. 

When we read of tbe monsfrous privi¬ 
leges of the nobility in feudal France, 
the variety and queemess of their ini- 
moTuftrla! powers to rob and outrage tbe 
common pi>ople. wonder rises in the unlii- 
structed mind that men. generation after 
generation, could submit to tyranny so 
raiMclous, so minute, so intimate, so re¬ 
volting. 

But every one of those rapacious and 
revolting privileges had its origin in use. 
The first nobles who claimed and exer- 
cis^ them—tbe strong men. tbe able 
men. tbe great fighters, tbe captains of 
industiT of their rude age—gave service 
in return, the service of protecting from 
wandering bands of freebooters the 
trembling wretches who had crept out 
of tbe fens and tilled the ground and 
built their huts around my lord's castle- 
fort ressi. 

Ix>ng after my lord’s services as a pro¬ 
tector had ceas^ to be needed bis noble 
descendants continued to levy tbe feudal 
taxes and exercise the other monstrous 
rights of the aeignenr. or accepted a 
money payment Instead. It was when 
the fennnl lords became tax eaters and 
oppressors and ornaments only, even the 
memory of their role of service-renderers 
hairing dieC out, that tbe people rose 
againat them and tore them up ont of the 
earth and gave a new France to the 
world for the world’s enlightenment and 
relle#L 

Onr feudal lords, tbe captains of In- 
dnstry. In seeking Aeir own profit, ha.Te 
rendered a aerrice to tbe people un¬ 


doubtedly. By utilizing steam and elec¬ 
tricity—by making use of the luvention.s 
of others for the employment of these 
natural forces—they have shown what 
strength there Is In union, what gigantic 
things impossible of achievement by the 
individual, may be done by men in com¬ 
bination. They have given a new giant 
to the world—tbe giant of associated 
capital, rtie corporation, tbe trust. They 
arc making the earth smaller nnd nature 
more tractable every day, and familiaris¬ 
ing all men’s minas xrith tbe idea of 
community of effort aa apnlied to bus!- j 
ness. Their greatest service, one that 1 
they render unconsciously, or, when cou-' 
sciously. with reluctance, repugnance and 
dread—is that they make certain tbe ex¬ 
tension of this Idea of community effort. 
to community affairs, to politics, to gov- j 
ernment. 

If captains of industry may organize 
with stupendous results for captains ot 
Industry, why cannot the people he or- 
ganiKHl for the benefit of the tH»oplo as 
a whole, in rensonnhle expectation of like 
good community results? 

I Where onr feudal lords find themselves 
' Rt a disadvantage is that few are grate* 
ful to them for the services they have 
rendered. 

The Freneh peasant fled to tbe pro- 
te<*tion of tbe castle’a walls to escape 
from freebooters, Tbe average Ameri¬ 
can feels that when he comes within 
the sphere of infloenee of any captain 
of iiuinstry he baa fallen-lnto tbe hands 
of a freebooter. 

Our feudal lords bare rescuiMl him 
from a state of mmi^ltloo which he 
lik^, and placed him nnder the opera¬ 
tion of a state of organization for nnr- 
poses of prirate profit, which he doe* 
not like. Only the captains of Industry 
and their Inyalest hangers-on like It, for 
onlv they as vet profit by It largely. 

Eariy frndsl France, beside* being 
grateful to my lord, held him In the 
profonndeat reverence. He was a su¬ 
perior being. 

Early feudal America ts as little ven¬ 
erating as gratefnl. It may be afraid 
of the canfalo of indnstry, but it does 
not lore nim. 

Still, there are plenty to sing his 
' praises and flatter him. 


Iu the riper days of European feudal¬ 
ism. when the freebooters bad been dis¬ 
banded and suppressed, and fighting was 
not all of life, and the castle took 
on ease and elegance, tbe man of noble 
birth or high spirit who had not the 
goqd luck to possess a castle of bis 
own. but who, though poor, was too 
proud to till the ground or work at a 
hniidicraft, took bis sword, mounted 
bis horse and rode off in search of a 
master. lie became a retainer of the 
first lord who was willing to retain 
him. 

We are now iu this stage of fcudal- 
i.im. I 

What conrage and swordsmanship 
and strength were in that age brains are 
iu this. 

Fewer and fewer become the open¬ 
ings for cu ludependent career for tbe 
man of brains—Drains of a kind that 
art* not primarily commercial In their 
aptituoes. 

As tbe feudal lord had his men-at- 
arms to battle for him. bis clerks to 
practice tbe despised arts of reading 
and writing, his flnnkeys to wait upon 
him, bis longlenrs to play and sing for 
him, his toadies to minister to Ms 
vanity, so onr captalu of Induatry bss 
bis meu of ideas to think for him, his 
lawyers to scheme for him, bis poli¬ 
ticians to fight for him, bis literary 
lackeys to magnify him in tbe public 
eye, bis sycophants to make themselves 
agreeable on the social side. 

He believe* he eaii bay anything and 
anybody—a law from a legislature, a, 
jud'ce to constnie. any kind of brainsi 
nnllke bis own that he needs in bis 
bnsiuess. and all the deference be re¬ 
quires to keep him comfortable with 
himself. And he comes so near to do¬ 
ing this that he is not to be quarreled 
with for his confidence In his pile. 

"I don't care a bang; it won’t come 
in my time." said tbe captain of In- 
dnstry. sure that the fendal system of 
which he la one of the great lords will 
ontlsat bis lifetime. 

Very probably, bnt it Is doomed, 
nevertheless. 

France’s feudalism haa sunk its roots 


for a tlioiisand years Into tlie soil. It 
had the sanrtinns of prescription and 
religion. It was woven into the social 
fabric. Men's lives for ages had been 
accommodated to it. To the people a 
noble was what a giant Is to children. 
He awed nnd ter.'ified. imposing upon 
the imaglnatioD and eowiag the soul. 

The tree of our cofuain of industry's 
power has noue of these roots, none of 
these props. Tie Is as new as a cash 
register. There is nothing venerable 
about him. Neither does he scknowledge 
any of the ohllgntinns to those whom he 
exploits whirh made the noble's master¬ 
ship graceful and often klndlr after It 
had ceased to be protecting and useful. 

• Our fend.ilism is devoid of the patri¬ 
archal element. It is businesslike to the 
core. The Vanderbilt who said "The 
public be damned" expressed Its spirit 
thoroughly. And the public reciprocates 
the Hcntiment with heartiness. 

It was Danton who said that the mon¬ 
archy gave him. and young men of tal- 
eot and ambition like him. an educa¬ 
tion. but offered them no career, so that 
they were forced to Join the revolution. 

Our captains of l^ostry are sealonslv 
and obsequiously served bv the intel¬ 
lectual variety in their employ, hot it is 
an Inherent qnallty of brains to writhe 
under nerrltade and to yearn for Inde¬ 
pendence. 

The captains of Industry are sur¬ 
rounded. even In their cloaest citadels, 
by Dantons—lackeys who in their hearts 
hate livery and need but opportunity to 
be rebels and free. 

The best brains of the country are hos¬ 
tile to feudalism'—wheth^thone brslna 
belong to poor men or Vh men. The 
masses that do the natlon^R hard work, 
who feel ond think as men and get but 
little of what they produce, are pro¬ 
foundly hostile. 

With the intellect and the numbers In 
this republic, where every msn has a 
vote, hostile to the system, who shall 
measure the lease of life that remains 
to feudalism? 

"The way? Who will lUiow os tbe 
way?"
